A  new  logo,  new  uniforms,  a  newly  renovated  field  house,  new 
coaching  staff,  and  a  new  winning  attitude  are  on  the  agenda  for  the 
2004  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Wolves. 

The  Wolves  are  looking  to  change  things  under  new  head  coach 
Glenn  Davis.  Davis,  a  former  Mississippi  State  University  assistant, 
is  looking  to  rebuild  a  program  that  went  5-13  the  past  two  seasons. 

Davis  admits  that  things  won't  change  overnight.  "We  are 
young,  but  we  have  a  good  nucleus  of  players."  Davis  is  a  1982 
graduate  of  Delta  State  University  where  he  was  a  three-year  letter- 
man  as  a  defensive  back  and  outside  linebacker  for  the  Statesmen. 
His  other  coaching  stints  include  offensive  coordinator  at  South 
Natchez  High  School  (1982-85),  graduate  assistant  at  Mississippi 
State  (1986-87),  defensive  backs  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  the 
University  of  North  Alabama  (1988-91 ),  and  quarterbacks,  running 
backs,  and  wide  receivers  coach  at  Holmes  Community  College 
(1992-94).  Since  1997  he  has  served  as  running  backs  coach  at 
Mississippi  State  under  former  head  coach  Jackie  Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead  the  Southeastern 
Conference  in  rushing  in  2000  averaging  193.8  yards  per  game  and 
ranked  third  in  1998  averaging  172  yards  per  game.  He  mentored 
Dicenzo  Miller  to  Mississippi  State's  sixth-ever,  1 ,000-yard  season 
in  2000  (1 ,005  yards)  and  James  Johnson  to  the  fourth  and  fifth- 
ever,  1 ,000-yard  campaigns  in  1997  ( 1 ,069  yards)  and  1998  ( 1 ,383 
yards). 

In  1995,  Davis  served  as  an  assistant  coach  at  Co-Lin  under  Phil 
Broome.  They  were  15-5  during  his  term  as  offensive  coordinator. 

Expected  to  compete  for  the  quarterback  position  are  two  fresh- 
men: Beau  Billeck  (6-1 ,  205)  of  Wesson  by  way  of  Indiana,  and 
Victor  Williams  (6-3, 205)  of  Clewiston,  Fla. 

At  fullback,  sophomores  A.  J.  Holloway  (6-0, 215)  of  Magee 
and  Russell  Robinson  (6-0, 215)  have  experience.  Robinson  has

moved  from  linebacker  to  offense.  At  tailback,  Julius  Roberson  (5>J 
1 1),  185)  is  also  a  veteran. 

Co-Lin's  offensive  line  is  anchored  by  sophomores  Luke 
Thames  (6-1 ,  250)  and  Dale  Holmes  (6-1 ,  297).  A  newcomer, 
expected  to  provide  immediate  help  is  James  Redmond  (6-6,  Wt 
Mississippi  State  transfer. 

"We  need  to  have  10-12  offensive  linemen  on  the  squad,"  said 
Davis. 

Austin  Baxter  (6-5, 289),  a  transfer  from  MSU,  gives  the 
Wolves  a  large  blocker  at  tight  end. 

Brett  Shufelt  begins  his  first  year  as  defensive  coordinator. 
Sophomore  linebackers  Lemoine  Robinson  (5-9, 215),  Charles 
Powell  (6-1 ,  222)  and  Lewis  Thompson  (5-11,210)  return  with 
experience.  Emmett  Denson  (6-0, 180)  returns  at  free  safety. 

The  defensive  line  will  consist  of  all  new  players.  Shadier 
Manning  (6-5, 245),  a  Southern  Miss  transfer  and  freshman  Rex 
Hill  (6-1 ,  322)  of  Marathon,  Fla.  are  expected  to  anchor  the  group. 

"In  the  spring,  we  stressed  being  physical  and  leaning  on  the 
guy  next  to  them,"  said  Davis.  "We  don't  want  to  use  being  young 
as  an  excuse.  We're  going  to  put  the  best  1 1  guys  on  each  side  of 
the  ball." 

Calvin  Green,  the  only  holdover  from  the  previous  coaching 
staff,  coaches  the  secondary.  Volunteer  coach  Chris  Tolbert  is  direct- 
ing the  defensive  line.  Shelton  Gandy  is  coaching  the  quarterbacks 
and  running  backs.  Volunteer  coach  Rob  Channell  is  in  charge  of 
the  receiving  corps. 

The  kicking  game  is  in  the  hands  of  freshman  Chris  Blackwell 
of  Franklin  County.  Freshman  Adam  Ogden  of  Brookhaven  is  the 
long  snapper.  Looking  at  the  South  Division,  Davis  expects  return- 
ing state  champion  Pearl  River  to  be  the  team  to  beat.  Hinds  and 
Jones  should  also  be  tough  competition.
